Biography 


Hee-Jung Nam was born in Seoul, Korea, and received her first piano lesson at the age of five. 
After winning numerous awards in her native Korea, she gave her debut recital in Seoul at age 11. 
In 1995, Hee-Jung and her family immigrated to Vancouver, Canada, and in the following year, 
she gave her Vancouver debut recital. 


Miss Nam was the first prizewinner in the Canadian Music Competition National Finals held in 
Montreal in 1998 and she also won the 1999 CFMTA Young Artists’ Competition in Winnipeg, as 
the representative of British Columbia. She has played in major Canadian cities, and in March 
2001, she participated at the 6 Hamamatsu International Piano Academy in Hamamatsu, Japan, 
as the sole representative of the Eastman School of Music. She worked in Hamamatsu with 
world-renowned artists such as Oxana Yablonskaya, Jacques Rouvier, and Hiroko Nakamura. In 
May 2001, she was the winner of the Rochester Philharmonic Concerto Competition in Rochester, 
NY, and performed with the RPO in October 2001. Also, in June 2002, Hee-Jung took second 
prize in the International Stepping Stone Category of the 44% Canadian Music Competition, which 
was held in Ottawa. She also won the special award for the best interpretation of a contemporary 
Canadian composition. 


Her teachers include David Bulmer, Rena Sharon, and Lee Kum Sing, and she is currently in her 
fourth year as a piano major at the Eastman School of Music in Rochester, NY, USA, studying 
with Prof. Thomas Schumacher.
